Iran Oil Production Down 16%, 
Reaction to OPEC Price Split Seen

TEHRAN, May 13.~Iranian oil production dropped by 16 
per cent last month in what 2s seen here as a first market 
reaction to the oil price split within the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

Production last month declined by 861.900 barrels a day 
to an average of 5.41 million barrels a da:, the National 
Tranian Oi] Company announced. The decline in oil exports 
was slightly larger on a percentage basis, 

Iran and 10 other OPEC producers raised prices by 19 per 
cent as of Jan. 1, but Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates split with the other members and increased their 
prices by only 5 per cent. Iran is the second largest OPEC 


Iranian oil production had dipped to just aver 5 million 
barrels a day in January but climbed back to more than 
6 million barrels a day in February and March, The severe 
U.S. and European winters had increased demand for heavy 
crude, which makes up 40 per cent of Iran's production. 

Some experts here cautioned against overeniphasis of the 
drop in last month’s production, Another factor that should 
help Iran and other high-priced producers was the serious o1! 
fire in the big Abquaiq field in Saudi Arabia. The fire could 
sharply reduce Saudi production, at least temporarily, creating

Rome Riots, 
Gunfire Flare

ROME Mar 13 'UPI!.—Lett- 
iets attacked government and 
rightist party offices today with 
fire bombs and fought poiice 
in the second day of political 
violence here. 

The government sent nolice 
reinforcements into the capital 
The Communist party, trying to 
remain neutral between the 
Christian Democratic government

About 1,000 leftist students 
made fire bomb attacks on a 
Christian Democratic and a neo- 
Fascist party office in the ves- 
idential suburb of Monte Mario.

“This [$100 billion] is not the 
cost of the Common Program for 
Government,” Mr. Mitterrand said, 
“They [the Communists] have 
included in here all the programs 
they would like to apply in the 
future.” The only figure ever 
advanced by the Socialists for the 
Common Program has been a 
36-billion indemnification cost for 
new nationalized industry, and 
they have since backed away from

It was thought that the new 
development could be an an- 
nountement thet Mr. Fahmy 
would meet With Soviet Foreim 
Minister Andrei Gromyko in 
Geneva later this week. OS. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim also are due in the 
Swiss city. 

Mr. Sadat appeared at the 
press conference with Romanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu, who 
arrived in Cairo two days ago. 
Mary diplomats believe that his 
visit was aimed at halting the 
deterioration in Soviet-Egyptian 
relations. Mr. Ceausescu has 
served before 25 mediator be- 
tween the two nations, 

Mr. Ceausescu said: “We sin- 
cerely hope Egyptian-Soviet re- 
lations improve. Soviet - Egyptian 
cooperation is more necessary at 
this stage because the Soviet 
Union is one of the partners at 
the Geneva peace conference.”

Rather it is the forces out- 
side Zaire who either propelled the invasion 
or rallied to President Mobutu's skillful 
diplomacy. There is much dispute over who 
trained the "rebels’—Cubans, Angolan left- 
ists or the Soviet Union. But they are armed 
with weapons from the Soviet area. They do 
start from a “privileged sanctuary” in pro- 
Soviet Angola. Remembering what Greek 
Communists gained from their Communist 
Balkan neighbors. what North Korea re- 
ceived from across the Yalu, and how the 
tragedy of Cambodia was induced by Com- 
munist intrusions, it is not too surprising 
that moderate African states may have been 
alarmed by the Shaba war. 

Then there is the more than skeletal unity 
that Francophone Africa retains, and which 
Mobuta, whose Zaire was once ruled by Bel- 


gium. was able to rally behind him—inciud- 
ing France itself, for reasons that have been 
varlously ascribed to domestic polities and 
Shaba's copper, but which could equaily have 
been inspired by the tradition of maintain- 
ing close and friendly relations with former 
African colonies. 

But above ail there 15 the raw fact that 
Alriea’s new nations have strange boun- 
daries, tmposed by colonialist rivalries and 
largely unconcerned with economic or tribal 
realities, There is hardly ἃ state in the con- 
tinent which is not troubled by local or 
tribal unrest as 2 result of these boundaries, 
from Morocco. which is fighting the Polisa- 
τῖοβ of the old Spanish Sahara, to Uganda. 
which Js quarreling with Kenya. And should 
Rhodesia, Namivia and South Africa follow 
the last of the French colonies around Dji- 
bouti. into some form of native domination. 
the border problem would simply be ex- 
vended, the tribal rivairies increased. 

So such ventures as the invasion of Shaba 
mean trouble for all of Africa—which has 
enough of them in the tangled area around 
Ethiopia, Ideological and religious squabbies 
intensify the threats. Non-~African states 
add to them. But for the time being τὸ would 
seem that the Organization of African Unity 
is losing interest in the declining number of 
colonies—and increasing interest in main- 
taining territorial stability. Boundaries di- 
vide Africa—the problems they create tend 
to unite it. 


Diplomacy of Sympathy 


President Carter inherited a strong hand 
In the Middle East and he keeps playing it 
out with extraordinary skliL As he and his 
aides emphasize. there has been no diplo- 
matic breakthrough, not even much measur~ 


able progress toward a settlement. But the 
Arabs and Israelis are being deftly led 
toward a test of theix readiness to compro- 
mise. 

Carter's approach has been revealed partly 
in formal statements tied to his carefully 
scheduled meetings with the principal lead- 
ers of the area, and partly in improvised 
comment made necessary by the anxieties 
of one side or another. It has become pro- 
gressively clear. however, that the President 
has fixed on both 8. strategic design’ and 3 
tactical plan that apply..American pressure 
on just the right issues, In just the right 
ways. 

The Carter strategy has been to force all 
parties to ἃ recognition—and finally admis- 
sion—of where their negotiations must lead: 
to an Israeli withdrawal, virtually to the 
lines of 1967: to the Arab world's acceptance 
of total peace with Israel, including diplo- 


matic and trade relations; and to the crea-_ 


tion of some Palestinian “entity” that may 
somehow be linked to Jordan and perhaps 
Syria. It may take years and several interim 
agreements to attain such 2 settlement, but 
the President has wisely concluded that littie 
progress ts possible unless these goals and 
intentions are generally ratified. ᾿ 


Equally important are the tactics that 
Carter is now putsuing. He recognizes that 
for perfectly understandable reasons the: Is- 
Taelis have subordinated their diplomacy to 
the quest for security while the Arab nations 
have dragged their feet to await an Israeli 
solution for the Palestinian problem. The 
President is clearly aiming at these obstacles. 
real or asserted. Instead of threatening the 
Israelis with a loss of support if they refuse 
to move along the designated path. he has 
doubled and redoubled his “special” com- 
mitment to them and their military needs. 
The Israelis are to be embraced. not whipped, 
into withdrawal Comparably, the cause of 
a Palestinian “homeland” is being taken up. 
rather than evaded, by Washington and in 
a way that will eventually require Syria. 
Jordan. Egypt and Saudi- Arabia to decide 
where to anchor tt and how to prevent it 
from upsetting the larger peace arrange- 
ments. 

Difficult and perhaps intractable issues of 
geography and diplomacy lie beyond these 
questions: the future of Jerusalem, the de- 
militarization of vital terrain all around 
Israel, the rivalries among different groups 
of Palestinians. the future of Jordan itself. 
But if Carter is right in judging the main 
obstacles to be psychological—and we believe 
he is—then he is applying his strength where 
it can do the most good. Instead of dictat- 
ing terms. he seeks to make it impossible 
for the parties to avoid them.

Power and the Pity 


During -his visit to London, President 
Carter took occasion to speak out for a dead 
poet whose work he admires. but made a 
point of not speaking out for living writers 
who have been silenced by authoritarian 
regimes. 

The President asked the dean of West- 
minster to commemorate Dylan Thomas 
hi Westminster Abbey's Poets’ Comer, along 
with the likes of Shakespeare. Milton and 
Coleridge. But when, in his official ad- 
dresces. he expressed his continuing concern 
for human rights throughout the world. he 
was careful not to mention any specific 
country or individual dissident. 

This show of restraint. which contrasts 
with the President's refresningly forthright 
statements early in the year, is evidently 
part of the administration's “diplomatic” 
approach to the issue of human tights. The 
change was signaled In March when the 
President did not permit photograpis of his 
White House meeting with exiled Rus- 
sian dissident Vladimir Bukovsky. Shortly 
afterward. Mr. Carter decided not to respond 
to a second letter from Andrei Sakharov, the 
courageous Soviet physicist whose name has 
become ἃ synonym for dissident in the Soviet 
Union. 

Secretary Vance also took 4 cautious line 
on human rights in a speech at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia two weeks ago. Although he 


reaffirmed concern for “the dignity of the 
individual” and reiterated the need to 
demonstrate this concern “by our example 
and our encouragement.” he emphasized that 
“we must always keep in mind the Umits of 
our power and wisdom.” And as an example 
of the new. presumably wiser. use of power, 
Secretary Vance mentioned efforts to pro- 
mote human rights in southern Africa and 
in Latin America, but avoided any mention 
of Eastern Europe, 

Washington's present restraint on the sub-

Part of the difficulty arises out 
of the fact that he is a real

Moore's most elementary imtui- 
tion. The hills and trees of his 
native Yorkshire, but also his 
mother’s body when he massaged 
her as a child, appear to have 
fostered this intuition which, 
verbally, is expressed in the two 
weighty and inadequate words: 
“it is.” The imposing nature of 
the fact of existence seems to 
have appeared to Moore in a 
characteristically monumental 
form: And because he felt it in 
such a primordial way, so detach- 
ed from any specific feature or 
detail, his sculpture was free to 
evaive as it, did, toward an al- 
most totally abstract monumen- 
tality. 

But at the same time it never 
really lost a reference to animal 
existence: his abstraction is not 
geometric as a rule, and it is 
imteresting to see how the earlier 
figures of “Mother and Child,” 
which start appearing in 1928, 
lead up to the seemingly abstract, 


between two beings, even though 
there are only two shapes, a 
sphere with a slight indentation, 
and a somewhat larger form 
that Euclid never named. Un- 
derstanding of this piece is made 
easier if it is compared to 
another one made two years 
earlier in which one form seems 
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to brood protectively over another, 
smaller one. 

Moore's use of the multiple 
piece sculpture also seems to re- 
flect something that is character- 
istic of all organisms, and of 
humanity in particular: The mute 
and mutual awareness described 
by the word relationship. 

‘The word has become fashion- 
able in 8. psychological language 
with moral overtones, but it aptly 
describes something we find in 
the “Mother and Child” 


sculptures and their more ab- 
stract successors, in the huge 
bronze, seemingly abstract piece 
that stands outside the museum 
on the garden side and which 
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signifies two large rotund and 
gentle sheep mating. 


There are two lines of force 
in these works, one which resides 
in the individual shape. its 
peculiar identity, and the other 
which rises out of its interrela- 
tion. its interaction with the other 
forms of the same piece. This 
is something very modern in- 
deed, not in a formal aesthetic 
sense but in its broader impli- 
cations: the reality of the piece 
15 in the space between the forms, 
in what happens between them.

EARTHLY POSSESSIONS 


By Anne Tyler. 


Knopf. 200 pp. $7.95.

RESENTLY, The New York 
Times Book Review will 
publish an interview with Anne 
Tyler—on the occasion of her 
seventh novel in 13 years—and 
she will explain that she is 
populating a town; that each 
new, thin book is simply an 
extension of the last one and 
that the need hasn't seized her. 
at age 36, to perpetrate the bic 
novel, a fat compendium of all 
she thinks and feels about 
original sin in the Mid-Atlantic 
states of America. Perhaps then 
we will wake up to the sinewy 
ambition, the fierce and lyric 
witness, of this guerrilla in dif- 
fident prose. Reviewers love her; 
readers. she deserves. 

In “Earthly Possessions,” Char- 
lotte Emory tells us: “In the 
alleys it was raining, though 
elsewhere the rain had stopped. 
‘We were traveling a corridor of 
Private weather.” They are Anne 
Tyler's alleys and weather, her 
emotional terrain. Charlotte also 
says. “I am gifted with the 
ability of giving up.” And. “I 
would try to make you quit if I 
were sure I had any right to 
change people.” And: 

“I gave up hope. Then, in 
order not to mind too much, I 
loosened my roots, floated a few 
feet off, and grew to look at 
things with a faint. pleasant 
humorousness that spiced my 
nose like the beginnings of a 
sneeze. After a while the humor 
became a habit: I couldn't have 
Tost 1¢ even if I'd tried. My 
world began to seem... tem~ 
porary.” 

Charlotte is about to walk away 
from a grim marriage, a preacher- 
husband, his variousiy afflicted 
brothers, a daughter who won't 
answer to her own name. a house 
full of refugees. 2n impossible 
clutter. She goes to the bank to 
withdraw money for this pur- 
pose. finds herself involved in 
@ botched holdup. and is taken 
Bostage. It's off by bus to Bal~ 
timore and then, br stolen car. 
to Florida. 

As kidnappings go. this one is 
wholly without sexual tension. 
Jake Simms fr.—escaped convict, 
demolition-derby driver—is = 
young man so mept at dealing 
with reality that he seems more 
likely to hurt himself than to 
injure anybody εἶδαρ Life is 
closing in on him: there are 
responsibilities he feels but isn't 
prepared to shoulder. There is a 
teen-age girl friend he must 
rescue from a home for unwed 
mothers. Moving around is his 
substitute for thinking. 

Whereas passivity seems to be 
Charlotte's element, thinkinz is 
her substitute for action. She is 
more annoyed than self-pitying. 
Her “pleasant humorousness” is 
a kind of cordon senitgire. She 
clicks away lize a camera, Eke 
her father’s camera: “A team of 
Clydesdales clopped past with 2 
beer wagon, and my eyes fol- 
lowed their billowing feet in a 
long restful journey of their 
own. The Clydesdales left great 
beehives of manure. T enjoyed 
noticing that. ‘There are times 
when these little details can draw 
you on like spirals up a moune 
tain, leadins you miles." 

On the road. and ἰ the 
flashbacks, we are introduced 
to 50 many characters in so few 


on the part of a novelist with so 
much else on her mind. Even 
Charlotte's grotesque mother, 
who thinks she got the wrong 
child in the maternity ward of 
the hospital, has dignity. 

Charlotte does not believe in 
God, but she does believe in 
gravity, and “a sort of web, 
criss-crossed by strings of love 
and need and worry .. . that 
all of us lived in.” Bad luck, 
“pleasant humorousness” and life 
itself seem to be forms of 
gravity, to which everybody is 
obedient. Unhappy as her 
family is, and as she rather 
expected it to be, “it appeared 
that we were all taking care of 
each other, in ways an outsider 
might not notice.” It is a 165- 
son Jake Simms will have to 
learn. His dream of escape is 
the same as Charlotte's, but he 
dreams more seriously. He is 
essentially Innocent. 

That part of “Earthly Pos- 
sessions" spent on the road—gas 
stations and Junk Food—amonnis 
to a “Rabbit, Run” without the 
Updike epiphanies. The rest is 
skillful flashback. The conclusion 
is an old reprise of Kate Brown's 
gomg home again in Doris Les- 
sing’s “The Summer Before the 
Darz.”

Gerulaitis. the brash New 
Yorker whose father was a three-

+1938-39-40), started miserably, 
He was flat, sluggish and heavy- 
legged the first two sets. 

His usual strength,:speed ang 
his forehand deserted him. He 
was spraying his forehand shots 
all over the arena, especially on 
service returns, and never seem- 
ed on top of the ball. 

Meanwhile, Fibak played 
superbly after scraping through 
the first two games). He made 
Gerulaitis pay for some in- 
discriminate approaches with 
wonderful backhand passing 
shots and was hitting the ball 
solidly, confidently. even serenely.

“I want it to be done right, not Mteral- 
ly.” he said.

Always rich and engaging, Altman's 
films do leave a doubt about precisely 
what's happening: « very exhilarating 
feeling except for those who seek certi- 
tudes. An American critie once noted 
uneasily, “Whatever interpretation we 


probably agree.” And Altman probably 
would, He is amiable, with a cool river- 
boas gambler look around the eyes, and 
he protects his private vision by appearing 
to have a carefree, haphazard attitude io 
his work. 

The extraordinary number of films he 
las made—ii in seven years, when the 
usual Holiywood gestation period is eon- 
siderably Jonger than that of the elephant 
—his apparent disregard for story line and 
impatience with a formal screenplay (he 
has referred to it as a selling tool), his 
Jove of improvisation—all this has given 
the impression that hts films are tossed off 
with chums in 9, haze of grass and booze 
im a rather spaced-out LA. version of the 
Ingmar Bergman workshop. 

Altman has been called sloppy, lazy, 
rambling, ‘There are more improbabilities 
here than I can begin to list,” says John 
Simon in a review of “Three Women,” 
begimning to list them, Another critic 
says Altman has turned the totalitarian 
profession of director into something 
democratic, even anarchic, while a French 
magazine talks of the fertile chaos of 
Robert Altman. His films are freewheel- 
ing but it is a Jong jump to qualify them 
as careless. 

“I am not careless.” Altman says, “I 
know I appear careless.” He generally 
works on several projects at once and 
while he is in Europe with “Three Wom- 
en,” his production team is setting up 
his next film.
